Six Blocks Burned Sunday Morning-A 
Loss of # 75 . 000 . 

Auotlier hard blow was added early Sut> 
lay morning to the list of the many which 
have smitten the town of Warren within a 
few years, when the most disastrous fire 
which has ever visited the village broke out 
in the heart of the business section. Tlie 
loss is estimated at about $ 75 , 000 , anil it is 
x matter of congratulation that it is no 
greater. Tlie tire started from au unknown 
anse in the paint store of A. D. Tow 
George H. Ellis on Main street. Wli 
covered the flames hail secured a good start 
Au alarm was immediately rung 
after the first was given the bell ropi 
and on account of this untimely 1 
many citizens did not know 
until late in the morning. In a short time 
the wooden buildings on both sides and 111 
the rear were ablaze. Aid was summoned 
from West Brookfield, Palmer and Spring- 
field, as the firemen realized the seriousness 
of tlie eonlUgation. The fire now reached 
the brick buildings and did tint burn with 1 
such rapidity. The town Dull caughtau.l tlie 
block owned by W. B. IUmsdell. Etigiues 
from West Warren anil West. Brookfield 
now arrived and were set to work to save 
these buildings. The powerful pumps of the 
George F. Blake Manufacturing Company 
were at work, and, at 3.45 the fire was got¬ 
ten under control and word sent to tlie 
Springfield and Palmer department 
their services were not needed.

Two 1 ‘laces llroken Into Within a Week 
Burglars entered George L. Fuller’s shoe 
store at Monson Monday night anil carried 
off a quantity of stock. The first indication 
of the burglary was discovered Tuesday 
morning.

WORKINGMEN’S THEATER AT PARIS. 

The Theater Civique was started to pro¬ 
vide the wnrkiug classes with a theater in 
which, at regular intervals, they would he 
able for a nominal fee to attend performances 
of the newest works by contemporary 
French dramatists, and recitals of prose and 
verse selections from the newest writings of 
the day. Tlie enterprise is an interesting 
one, because in two ways it may he looked 
upon as a sign of the times. It is not so 
long since Freucli men of letters were too 
jealous of their art to lay it before the 
multitude, and kept watch over the oligarchy 
of letters lest the vulgar should profane it. 

In the second place, the spirit in which tlie 
selections are made for the Theater Civique 
programs shows that a new tendency now 
inspires French letters. There was no 
Maurice Maeterlinck, no George Rodenbaeh, I 
no Henri de Regnier, no Jose Maria de a 
Heredia on tlie hills, and those are names I 
we never should omit had we to draw up a 7 
program of representative selections from 8 
modern French writings. Among the 
chosen we know Ricbepiu by reputation and * 
possibly Severine; hut outside Paris there i 
are few to whom the writiugs at Octave 
Mirleau or Adolphe Ilette are familiar. We 
think also rather of George Clemenceau us 
a political than as a literary man, and as 
for Louis Lumet and A. Lantoine, they are I 
mere names to many a Parisian and not even 
as much to those who are not. Yet in these 
breathes the new spirit. It is not mystic, as 
we had sworn it would he; we expect it at 
least to he inspired by art for art alone, hut 
. it is not. Tlie poet of dream-like fancy who 
muses ou men and things, but is not one of

The fatuous divorce case of Mary ''. 
Walker of New York against Myron P 
Walker of Springfield, formerly of Belclier- 
town, came up for trial in the superior court 
at Northampton before Judge Gaskill last 
Friday.

"The most daredevil piece of heroism I 
ever saw was by some negroes before Fort 
Pillow, when I was a prisoner inside the fort 
and General Payne was lying in front of it 
with his leg shot off,” was the way Charles 
Cotton, of Company C of the 101st New York , 
infantry, began a story of valiant rescue 
that he told to some negro veterans. 

“General Payne’s leg had been shot off in 
the first charge," he continued, “and he was 
lying hidden behind some rocks in front of 
the fort, while his troops were forming plans 
to rescue him. The scathing fire from the 
fort swept that spot, and no officer dared 
to command any of his men to go to certain 
death in what looked like a vain attempt 
to rescue their chief. 

“While the men were deliberating a negro 
stepped up aud said, ‘We might as well 
run our chances now as auy time, and I, 

for one, will make the attempt.’ He was a 
handsome fellow, and the spirit he displayed 
was at once equalled by that of eleven other 
negroes, who stepped out anil volunteered 
their services. A stretcher was brought, 
and four of them started but had gone only 
a few yards when every one was shot dead. 
A moment after four others of the volun¬ 
teers rushed out, and picking up the stretch¬ 
er, carried it a few yards further, when they, 
too, were killed. The four who were left 
went ahead as if nothing had happened, 

■ and two of them came back alive with the 
i General, while the other two were left dead 

• at the pile of rocks where General Payne 
. had been lying. Geueral Payne is still liv¬ 
ing, and, I am told, the two noble fellows 
who rescued him have wanted for nothing

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIFE. 


CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


It is said by some that we owe the fife— 
“ear-piercing," as Shakespeare calls it—to 
the Swiss; and Sir James Turner, who 
busied himself in writiug on military 
matters, names it the “Allemaine whistle." 
In France it was employed at least as early 
as 1534, in which year it was ordered by 
Francis I that each band of 1000 men was to 
have four drums and two fifes. 

A few years later, in England we find 
“drommes and ffyffes” included in the 
inust-r of London citizens. Shakespeare 
refers to the musician, not the instrument, 
when he speaks in the “Merchant ot 
Venice” of “the vile squeaking of the wry- 
necked fife.” An old writer observes 
indeed, that a fyfe is a wry-neekt musician, 
for he looks away from his instrument ” 
About the reign of James II the fife lost its 
popularity for a time, Sir James Turner ob¬ 
serving: "With us. any captain may keep a 
filer in his company and maintain him. too, 
for no pay is allowed him—perhaps just as 
much as he d-servelh ’ — Chambers's Journal.

uieut blocks and both lower floors were all in p, 
flames when the fire was discovered. These tb 
buildings soon fell, and a house in the rear 
containing three tenements, but unoecupi , 
caught and was almost totally distroyed. 
This block was owned by George C. 1 !ridges 
and was in the process of being taken down. 
Much valuable lumber was lost and there f« 
is no insurance. The fire was in a thickly- 
located section, and the West Brookfield 1 
fire department was called upon, but their & 
services were not needed, as the fire was c 
soon gotten under control. After the fire in 
the Hill tenements was nearly extinguished, 
fire was discovered on the roof of the tene¬ 
ment of William Combs across the street, 
occupied by Charles Walker. This block * 
had sheet iron shingles upon the roof and 
l,ad been considered safe, but the fire evi¬ 
dently worked under the shingles from a 
spara which took lodgment in the gutter. 
Before being put out the fire consumed a 
portion of the roof and the whole house was f 
badly drenched with water. Mr. Walker 
and Mrs. Murray, who also lives in the 
house, have insurance upon their personal 
effects. The blocks where the tire started 
were totally destroyed, but were covered 
with insurance. The fire department 
rendered excellent service and the West 
Warren steamer responded promptly. The 
total loss will reach about SI0,000 The 

fire was without doubt of incendiary origin, 
as both blocks, which wer-s unoccupied, were 
on tire when discovered and the flames had 
made about equal headway in each. The 
inhabitants of the village are considerable 
stirred up over the thought that a firebug is 
prowling about, and are exceedingly anx¬ 
ious that he should be apprehended and the 
full measure of justice meeted out to him.

parents. The defendant says the plaiutiff 
was guilty of gross and willful neglect iu 
not letting the negro boy first try ins hand 
on the cat, and the defendant says the 
negro hoy was guilty of criminal neglect in 
this, that he saw the great danger to which 
the plaintiff was exposed in his .tight with 
that cat on the top of the cistern in time to 
have avoided dauger, hut negligently failed 
to take a hand against the cat .”—Omaha ltee.
